(b) The actual identifiable fossil aiid nuclear fuel costs associated with energy 
purchased for reasoiis other than identified in paragraph (c) below, but excluding 
the cost of fuel related to purchases to substitute tlie forced outages, plus 

(c) The net eiiergy cost of energy purchases, exclusive of capacity or deniand charges 
(irrespective of the desigiiatioii assigned to sucli transaction) when such energy is 
purchased on an ecoiioiiiic dispatch basis. Iiicluded therein may be sucli costs as 
tlie charges for ecoiioiiiy energy purchases and tlie charges as a result of 
scheduled outages, also sucli kinds of energy being purchased by tlie buyer to 
substitute for its owii higher cost energy; aiid less
